MARKETS REVIEW 
RETAIL SALES 


From Our COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Business in the provision trade in this 
centre continues fairly well up to the average, 
and a. steadier feeling is reported in some 
commodities, especially lard, which shows 
marked signs of recovery from its recent low 
levels. The Monthly Returns published in 
the “Board of Trade Journal’’ review the 
trend of retail trade during the twelve 
months ending with January last, and show 
an increase in the year of £10,090,000. The 
total value of retail sales reported for the 
year exceeded £280,000,000, as compared 
with rather less than £270,000,000 for the 
previous twelve months. Sales have shown 
a marked upward tendency during the past 
three years, and the increase of 6.5 per cent. 
last year over its predecessor affected each 
of the two main divisions ef merchandise, 
and was shared by all five areas. Food and 
perishables mo 8 per 'cent. and other 
categories 4.9 per cent. A fairly substantial 
increase was reported in shipments of butter, 
bacon and eggs from Denmark and Sweden 
to Northern ports last week-end. The Danish 
official quotation for butter has this week 
been wired unchanged, and “‘ top”. again 
stands at 212 kroner per 100 kilos; at the 
corresponding period of last year the 
was 166 kroner, and in , 143 kro 
The market closed with a steadier tres 
for both Cuntinental and Colonial makes, 
although the latter show a decline as com- 
be with last week.

The Singer is a smaller car, At the 
same time it is one of the emartest little 
machines on the market, Already it has a 
splendid reputation in the field of sport, 
and, while the “ Bantam ”’ Pe at 
present being assembled in the Free State, 
is a family car rather than a sports model, 
many of the valuable lessons learned on 
road and track find expression in the up- 
to-date lines of its construction, 


NEW PREMISES 


Recently the business of Messrs. Tracy 
was so increased that extensive new 
assembly premises have been erected at 81, 
82 and 83 Townsend street, Dublin. 

The old assembly works at O'Brien's 
place, Beggar’s Bush, were too small to 
cope with the growing business of the firm, 
and hence the new works at the new 
address were specially constructed. 

The entrance in Townsend street is close 
to Westland Row Railway Station. At 
present there are some old buildings on 
the frontage to the site, but these have 
been acquired for the purpose of erecting 
a modern showroom, with a second floor 
to accommodate the clerical staff employed 
by the firm.

Terraplanes are rather cheaper than 
Hudsons, the Free State prices ranging 
from £3350 to £380. Messrs. Tracy offer 
Sedan, Fixed Head Coupé, Convertible 
Coupe and Brougham in the Custom 
models and Sedan in the De Luxe model. 
As in the case of the Hudsons, the cars 
are upholstered in the finest mohair cloth 
or best leather, and painted in a variety 
of colours, or to choice. 

The power unit of the Terraplane is of 
6-cylinder design, rated at 21.6 h.p., and 
little change has been effected in this 
engine for 1936. 

The detail. improvements include a 
pressure type water pump instead of the 
suction type, while the carburetter has 
been fitted with an anti-percolating device 
designed to prevent vapour lock in ‘the 
float bowl—there is a spring-loaded needle

valve in the bowl which opens when the 
throttle is closed, permitting vapour to 
escape. The petrol tank has been increased 
in capacity. 


FOR SAFETY 


From an engineering viewpoint one of 
the most important innovations in the 
Terraplane is the introduction of Radial 
Safety Control. 

As its name indicates, this system 
derives its advantages from the fact that 
the front axle in its oscillation, due to 
inequalities of the road surface, moves 
in a true vertical arc. It is held to this 
path by two drop-forged torque rods, one 
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The santam Singer two-saloou, which possesses many excellent features. 


Messrs. Tracy assemble and sell four 
models—Sedan, Brougham, Fixed Head 
Coupé and Convertible Coupé, on the 120- 
inch chassis, and the Sedan on «the 
127-inch chassis. 


The prices range from £435 to £495, 
being approximately the same as those 
ruling in London. All models built by 
Messrs. Tracy include such extras as twin 
horns, twin tail-lights, clectric hand-gear 
shift, radio, trunk, twin windscreen wipers 
and two spare wheels, 

Huásons are noted for their rugged and 
safe construction, and the fact that a 
Hudson engine is included in a well-known 
British car built as the perfect automobile 
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on each side of the frame of the car, and 
fitted to the side rail of the frame. 

The action of these torque rods permit 
the front axle to rise and fall freely with- 
out restrictions in the vertical plane, and 
to deviate to a sufficient degree from the 
horizontal position to accommodate the 
inequalities encountered on the road 
surface. 

nA of the use of these torque rods 
the front springs have no duties to per- 
form, except those of absorbing road 
shock ; they do not have to drive the front 
axle, nor absorb brake torque. 

As a result, a softer and more flexible 
spring can be employed without in any 
way affecting the control of the car. The 


front springs can thus be synchronised 
properly with the rear springs, giving 
what the designers Save termed 
‘Rhythmic Ride.’’ 

Another feature of the new Terraplane, 
called ‘‘ Tru-Line Steering,’’ also results 
from this front-end construction. It is 
an improvement whereby an ideal posi- 
tion of the front axle is maintained under 
all road conditions, ‘giving a better “ driv- 
ing feel.’’ 

The use of Duo-Automatic hydraulic 
brakes means that there are available all 
of the inherent advantages of the 
hydraulic brakes, plus the infallibility of 
the positive rotary-equalised mechanical] 
brake.

Industry Par Excellence

ACore Boswell Letters 


Some years ago a good deal of ‘excite- 
ment was caused in the literary world by 
the discovery of a number of Boswell 
manuscripts in a cupboard at Malahide 
Castle. . Now Professor C. Colleer Abbott, 
of University College, Durham, announces 
that another collection of letters by James 
Boswell, including a complete and un- 
mutilated edition of the London Journal 
(1762-17635), was found at fFettercairn 
House, Fettercairn, in 1931. It is said 
that a judicial factor is to be appointed 
by the Scottish Court of Sessions to 
preserve the rights in these papers to 
Boswell’s descendants. Indeed, it would 
seem that Samuel Johnson’s biographer 
has now assumed a literary importance 
equal to that of Johnson himself. 
Macaulay once put forward the theory 
that it was because of his unrivalled 
qualities as .a fool that Boswell had 
written the best biography in the English 
language. But the “noisy, ugly, vain, 
drunken Scottish lawyer and Jaird ” must 
have possessed other qualities besides 
foolishness to produce such a fascinating 
record, and it is possible that his vanity 
and egotism became conspicuous merely 
because he had so little reticence. Before 
settling on Johnson, Boswell had succeeded 
in interviewing Voltaire and Rousseau. 
and even managed to extract a letter of 
sympathy from Chatham in connection 
with his interest in Paoli. He rather 
spoiled his chances, however, by asking 
the great statesman to ‘‘ honour him with 
a letter now and then.” It is understood

A master in one of the city schools was 
pointing out in class recently that where 
the name of a town began with ‘‘ Bal” 
it denoted Norman origin, as opposed to 
the old Jrish prefix of ‘‘ Bally.” Eyx-

and Balrath followed each other in guie 
succession. Soon, however, the best 
known names were exhausted, and fol- 
lowed the inevitable pause—to be broken 
by a wee Northerner: “' Please, sir, 
Balfast.”’

In an Irish sporting paper of 1893 I 
read the following -paragraph concerning 
a first motor ride:—‘‘A lady of my 
acquaintance recently enjoyed (?) a drive 
through Dublin in a motor car.

are exposed, and them to leave the 
country without ing ingqwries as to the 
suitability of the situations and work they 
take up.

The report that the funds of the 
Society are very small, and the committee 
cannot make the improvements which are 
needed so badly in the hostel. 

During the vear the Society dealt with 
595 leiters, interviewed 789 girls. met 486 
girls at stations, 1,346 at trains, 52 at ’buses, 
and 31 at boats. Lodgings were found for 
69 girls. The residents at the hostel during 
the vear iwere 284, while there were 81

DO not at all favour the idea of every- 

one driving his car at whatever speed 
“he considers safe.’’ Taking road users 
‘by and large,” I think it is no exaggera- 
tion to say that one-half are fools and 
the other half supermen and women. 
While the supermen and women could 
safely be allowed to drive at their own 
chosen speed, the others might fairly be 
regulated even more than they are at 
present. 

That last sentence is the sort that 
inspires people to write me letters ex- 
pressing disagreement and, sometimes, 
wrath. Unfortunately, I have a tactless 
weakness for the truth as it appears to 
me. 

We are over-regulated, admittedly. That 
is to say, we super-folk are over-regulated. 
We have to suffer because of the restric- 
tions that are necessary for the protection 
of the fools, and: sometimes for the pro- 
tection of ourselves from the fools. 

The motoring papers often pretend that 
there are only a few fools, and for that 
reason the “ great majority ' should not 
be made to suffer.

HE R.A.C, Rally will start on Tues- 
day next.

IRISH BONDS 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—From the Press reports of the Dail 
and Seanad debates on the bill extending 
the application date for repayment claims by 
holders of Irish bond certificates (External 
Loans), it is apparent to me that some points 
which would serve to inform more fully the 
average citizen on the merits of the situation 
were not mentioned. 

(1.) In the judgment rendered by Mr, 
Justice Peters of the New York Supreme 
Court, on June 17, 1927, with respect to the 
balance of the Dail loans then on deposit in 
the United States, he instructed the receivers 
to report certain details to the Court ‘‘to the 
end that such order may be made... for 
the distribution of said moneys... to the 
subscribers or their representatives or 
assigns.”” (These words are quoted from the 
Official text.) 

(2.) Long before Mr. de Valera’s friends 
were requested to assign their bond certifi- 
cates to him ‘as subscriptions towards financ- 
ing publication of a new newspaper in Ire- 
land, over 1,000 (ranging from $10 to $5,000) 
had been assigned to the “' of Irish 
Freedom ” as absolute donations to a special 
fund—to which cash contributions were made 
at the same time. In both instances, as in 
others, it is self-evident that both assignors 
and assignees po 0; that the certificates 
had-a potential cash value. 

(3.) The closing date originally set for the 
receipt of applications for a pro-rata share 
of the moneys then in the hands of the re- 
ceivers in America was January 16, 1928. 
Later the Court extended the period to May

Srr,—The truth at last. Speaking in the 
Technical Institute, Bolton street, on Friday 
evening, Mr, MacFhionnlaoich is reported 
as saying that “they had a small body 
genuinely working for the language here and 
a smaller group openly working against it. 
Between these two groups there was a large 
mass of inert opinion, which was hanging 
like a millstone round the neck of the Gaelic 
movement.”’ 

This seems to me a bit mixed, but, 
straightened out, it seems to be an admission 
that the ‘‘Gaelic League’’ is a small body 
utterly unrepresentative of the Free State; 
that the vast mass of the people have no in- 
terest whatever in the so-called “‘ revival.” 
The statement that there is “a smaller 
group openly working against it’’ is, I take 
it, a reference to those who do not disguise 
their opinion that the huge sums being de- 
voted to the attempted resurrection of. Irish 
are a deplorable waste of money, and that 
the time spent by teachers and children in 
this attempt would be much better spent in 
preparing them for life in Great Britain, 
which, judging by reports from all parts of 
the country, seems to be at present the Mecca 
of our young able-bodied people. 

In the days of our wenlehell youth we used 
to hear the United States described as “the 
greater Ireland beyond the seas.” It is not 
improbable (if matters continue as they are) 
that in 1956 the description may apply to

IRISH MAPS 
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From Our CORRESPONDENT. 


LONDON, Sunday. 

A visit was paid by members of the Irish 
Literary Society to the British Museum on 
Saturday afternoon, when Mr. Edward 
Lynam, keeper of maps, showed some 
interesting maps of Ireland, some dating 
from the earliest times. Among these were 
Ptolemy’s map of the second century, and 
mapes made by Italians in the middle ages, 
and by the Dutch from 1560 onwards. 

A curious feature of these earlier maps of 
the Italian and Dutch was, said Mr. Lynam, 
that- they all showed the western coastline 
of Ireland as in line with the coast af 
Donegal, In consequence of this error, the 
Spanish armada on arriving off the coast of 
Donegal steered a course due south, and were 
wrecked on the rocks off Sligo. There was 
no correct map of Ireland till about the 
middle of the eighteenth century. John Goss, 
in 1567, was the first Englishman to make a 
map of Ireland. 
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HORSEWOMAN INJURED 


Two accidents marred the success of the 
East Down Harriers’ Point-to-Point Meet- 
ing at Bright, County Down, on Saturday, 
two horses being killed, and Miss E. L. 
Barbour, daughter of the Right Hon. J. 
Milne Barbour, Minister of Commerce of 
Northern Ireland, being seriously injured. 
Miss Barbour was riding in the Ladies’ 
Race, and was making a valiant challenge 
to the favourite when her mount, Johnny’s 
Whim, fell at the last fence and broke its 
neck. Miss Barbour was thrown heavily 
on her head, and was picked up uncon. 
scious and suffering from concussion and a 
broken collar-bone. She was carried to the 
enclosure on a stretcher, and later was con- 
veyed to Dunmurry.

FEIS of the Sweepstakes’ offices in Earls- 
ort terrace to the Mansion House, accom- 
panied by a procession of three great cars. 
On the first car was a large streamlined 
figure of an eagle, protruding from between 
the shields of the American nations and the 
States of the American Union. The second 
car acted as a stage for a tableau of the 
American nations, and supported a carved 
figure suggestive of the Statue of Liberty. 
and symbolic of the United States of America. 
Fourteen girls in costume cieations reflecting 
the flags of American nations enhanced the 
effect of the picture, The third car was 
occupied by the band of the Civic Guard, 
At the Mansion House, with its ‘ sky- 
scraper’ exterior, designed to represent the 
water-frontage of New York, he over the 
entrance, the Empire State Builaings, the 
“ay sree was met by the two hundred and 
fty girls who were to form the mixing teams. 
On a dais outside the gates these girls were 
arranged in resplendent garb, and forty-eight 
of them carried bannerettes bearing the 
insignia of the States of the American Union.

BLAZE OF COLOUR 


Columbus and Washington, the sailor and 
the soidier, stared imcredulous from medal- 
lions on the sides of the stage at the blaze 
of light and colour, A great eagle, with out- 
stretched wings, seems to have left her 
eerie on one ot the “skyscrapers ” that lined 
the sides and the back of the fickle drum 
to watch the hurricane of slips of papers 
whirling and dropping in a cyclone as con- 
tainers from the boxes of courterfoils were 
unloaded by the girls.

over that down into the long 
trough underneath the machine, which trough 
collects the counterfoils from both sections. At 
intervals of three minutes, the mixing 
machines stop. The troughs are hauled up 
from under the machmes on to low trestles. 
Partitions at the ends of the troughs are 
raised, and the couaterfoils removed through 
rectangular holes, under which steel deed 
boxes are placed.

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LIMERICK FINANCES 
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COUNCTT ASKED TO RESIGN 
From Our CORRESPONDENT. 
LIMERICK, Saturday. 


A resolution was proposed at the meeting 
of Limerick County Council to-day by Mr. 
T. Hannon, Fianna Fail, that the Council 
tender its resignation of office to the 
Minister, because of its failure satisfac- 
torily to discharge its duties. He said 
that only £121,700 of the current rates was 
collected, leaving £57,000 outstanding ; 
and not only in that respect had the 
Council failed to discharge the duty for 
which it was elected, but in every direc- 
tion. The action taken with regard to the 
collectors who had neglected to close their 
warrants showed that the Council had no 
desire to carry out its trust. It suspended 
three collectors, out of sixteen, although 
all were backward with the collection. The 
Council was the only one in the Free State 
that had refused to provide university 
scholarships, and had opposed amalgama- 
tion with the city for library purposes. He 
had an open mind on the question of the 
authority that should replace the Council, 
but the Commissioner system had been 
working well in South Tipperary, “where 
the rates were reduced by 1s. 2d. in the &, 
while Limerick rates had increased. 

Mr. N. Hickey, Labour, seconded. 

Moving a direct negative, Mr. D. Fahy, 
Fine Gael, said that it was the democratic 
principle of local government that the 
people should be represented in the 
Councils. He held that the Council were 
giving satisfaction to the ratepayers. 

Mr. D. J. Madden, Fine Gael, seconded, 
and said that the finances were never so 
good as they were at present. All liabili- 
ties would be liquidated by the end of the 
month, and that being so the motion was 
not justified. |

Te Musical Society o* University Col- 


ege, Dublin, held a dinner at the Mills 

Hall, Merrion Row, Dublin, last night 
to mark the recent very successful perform- 
ance by the Society of Gilbert and Sullivan's 
opera, ‘‘ Patience.’ 

Dr. D. J. Coffey, Patron of the Society, 
and President of University College, Dublin, 
presided, and proposed the toast “ Eire,” 
which was duly honoured.* 

Proposing the toast of “The College,’’ 
Cadet Michael O Baoghail said that Univer- 
sity College stood for the promotion of 
everything that was best in the educational 
and cultural life of the country. Like other 
institutions, “it had its critics, and among 
criticisms levelled at it was that it was trying 
to drive out the Irish language and have 
English spoken. He thought that it could 
stand up to that criticism, and the best 
answer their Musical Society could give was 


] 
that they were at present rehearsing for the- 


presentation next season of “Eithne,” an 
Irish opera by an Irish composer, their 
musical director, Dr. O’Dwyer. That work 
had first been presented in 1909, and again 
in 1910, and was now being revived. 

Supporting the toast, Mr. Malachi A. 
Powell, Hon. Secretary of the Society, re- 
ferred to the great kindness which their 
Society had always received from Dr. Coffey, 
who had always listened to complaints and 
suggestions. 

Responding to the toast, which was duly 
honoured, Dr. Coffey said that criticism was 
inevitable. He recalled that the late Arch- 
bishop Walsh, when replying to criticism, 
mentioned that on the walls of Aberdeen 
University was written: “They say. What 
do they say? Let them say.” That was the 


perfect answer to criticism, and the answer | 


which should come from an institution so re- 
presentative of the Irish people. Time and 
experience showed how false, or at least how 
mean, criticisms were. One learned by ex- 
perience. 


IRISH CULTURE 


He had been associated with University 
College since its foundation, and with the old 
college since he started medicine in 1884, and 
could look back on many generations of 
students, and he had the inevitable feeling 
that at no time had he known among the 
masses of students anything from their 
general conduct and outlook, except that 
they were Irish of the Irish, neither Saxons 
nor of any other race; that they had all the 
good qualities of their race, and that in con- 
duct and general outlook there was not the 
slightest deviation or sign of weakness what- 
ever in their general Irish Catholic culture. 
One thing that was perfectly obvious in Ire- 
land was the happiness of childhoo® That 
characteristic marked the home life of poor 
and rich alike, and he thought it a special 
characteristic of the Irish And he could 
say that in his long experience of students 
they had not changed, but always in the 
main presented the same _ characteristics. 
They were the happiest youth in the world. 
In that respect he had never found any 
difference between the men of Antrim, 
Tyrone or Derry and the men of Kerry, Clare 
or Connaught. In their happy spirit they 
were uniform. No matter how men might 
differ as to the administration of the 
State, or on political matters, they could be 
perfectly certain that the Irish nation war 
one, and was just now exactly the same Irish 
nation as it was a hundred or five hundred 
years ago. 


EARLY DAYS 

The toast of “ The Musical Society ” was 
proposed by Mr. T. Ryan, supported by Mr 
S. Keating, and honoured. 

Responding, Professor Robert O'Dwyer, 
musical director, recalled that the Musical 
Society was first established in 1901 in the 
old University College, and two years after- 
wards came into existence the Orchestral 
Society. It was a coincidence that the 
orchestra used meet every Saturday night in 
that same hall (the Mills Hall), where they 
had such distinguished musicians as Signor 
Esposito, Clyde Twelvetrees and Arthur 
Darley.

They had many great people helping them 
in these early days and in the later years, 
but he felt he could say that never 
had they a more earnest, a more capable and 
more enthusiastic body of workers and 
singers than they had in the Society to-day. 


GRIEVANCES OF

4d., or, in other 
words, the people were being overcharged to 
the .extent of per cent.

stances the Government’s attempt to exten: 
the use of turf should have been an absolute 
failure, but it had perforce to find the smal! 
farmers a market for their turf, as by its 
economic war policy it had robbed them of 
any hope of making normal profits out of 
agriculture, Should this sueceed to any great 
extent in displacing coal by turf, he added. 
it would build up a new barrier before th- 
export of cattle to the British market, and 
the farmers would be subjected to still 
further losses. 

Householders who were fairly well off 
would buy as little of jt as possible, as they 
will use more electricity and gas. It was not 
improbable that the result of the Turf Bil! 
would be to put on at least the six shillings 
per ton of coal which General Mulcahy was 
instrumental in getting knocked off. Indeed.

THE REVENUE 


In this effort I shall naturally begin by 
taking the latest official figures available, 
those published on last Wednesday in 
respect of the period from ist April, 1935, 
to 14th March, 1936. These are :— 
Revenue (tax and non-tax)... £28,920,171 
Expenditure (Central Fund 

and Supply) £28, 852,700 

As revenue has been coming in at the 
rate of. £578,000 per week, and as at the 
14th instant there were still two and one- 
third weeks of the financial year to run, 
it might seem that if we multiplied 
£578,000 by 24, and added the result: or, 
say, £1,548,000 to the last available official 
figures, we should make a fair shot at the 
final revenue for the year. But here we 
must remember that in January last the 
Government remitted the tax on coal, and 
that, as a result of the latest coal-cattle 
arrangement, the Exchequer will lose a 
considerable sum annually by the reduc- 
tion in the penal import tariffs on certain 
British goods. 

Accordingly, we must make allowance 
for these factors, and, therefore, it would 
not be safe to assume that more than 
£1,200,000 will be collected over the period 
from 14th March to the end of the month— 
that is, to the end of the present financial 
year. On this assumption we may fix the 
final figure for the year’s revenue at 
£30,120,000. 


THE EXPENDITURE 


Making a forecast of the year’s expendi- 
ture is a slightly more complicated process. 
The aggregate figure of £28,852,700 which 
we have given above is comprised of 
£4,793,344 in respect of services which 
are charged against the Central Fund, 
and £24,059.356 for the annually voted 
services, or Supply Services, as they are 
called. It is always possible to estimate 
fairly closely the probable expenditure on 
the Central Fund services. They consist 
largely of charges in respect of interest, 
sinking funds and superannuation, and, 
as a rule, do not vary largely from year 
to year, 

In his Budget statement Mr. MacEntee 
estimated that under all the Central Fund 
heads about £5,049,290 would be required 
for the year. It would now appear that 
not quite so large a sum will be wanted. 
For one thing, in framing his estimate 
the Minister, according to the parlia- 
mentary papers issued on the occasion, 
assumed that £1,000,000 would be required 
for the oe gees of the Local Loans Fund. 
As he had intended to borrow for this 
purpose, provision to meet the interest and 
other costs of such an operation must 
have been included in his estimate of 
the Central Fund charges: At the 
date of the last Exchequer statement 
only £633,000 had so far been required 
for this service, so that in any event the 
Central Fund charges under this head 
would be correspondingly reduced. 


THE CONVERSION LOAN 


But there is a more important factor 
still. The conversion of the First National 
Loan was an unqualified success, and 
placed about £1,000,000 of capital money 
at the disposal of the Exchequer. This was 
available to finance advances under the 


the | Loans Fund Act, and the several 
Acts relating to the Shannon and elec- 
tricity supply. If this million had to be 
freshly borrowed, as, no doubt, for the 
purpose of framing the estimate it was 
assumed would be the case, it would have 
cost the Central Fund a fair amount. No 
doubt, also, that other similar borrowings: 


made were likewise obviated, so that, 
taking all these into account, we may write 
down the original estimate for the Central 
Fund Services from £5,049,290 to the 
round figure of £5,000,000. 

The probable expenditure on the Supply 
Services has next. to be considered, and 
here the position is much more uncertain. 
The latest official figures indicate that over 
the year the State has been spending at 
the rate of about £577,000 per week. On 
this basis it might seem sufficient, there- 
fore, to make a proportionate allowance of 
£1,120,000 to cover the last sixteen days of 
the financial year. But students of the 
weekly Exchequer statements are aware 
that the Exchequer issues on account of 
supply ate always heavy in the closing 
days of the month, and are particularly so 
in the last days of March, which closes the 
financial year. Allowance must be made 
for this fact, and accordingly it would not 
be judicious to allow less than £1,600,000 
to cover the balance of this regs 8 supply 
expenditure. We thus requi £8,000 600 
for Central Fund expenditure, and 
£25,659,356, say £25,660,000, to cover 

supply, making a gross total expenditure 
: of £30, 660,000 for the year.

Minister for Finance indicated he would 
borrow if necessary. ‘These included 
£450,000 required for the repayment of 
the Dail Eireann External Loan; 
£100,000 for industrial alcoho! distilleries ; 
£109,000 for the purchase of lands for 
afforestation ; £109,750 for property losses 
compensation, and £40,750 for volunteer 
halla, The question arises as to how 
much of this expenditure has actually 
been incurred and is included in the gross 
estimate of expenditure. There are a 
few pointers to guide us. For instance, 
in the course of the recent debate in the 
Senate on the Dail Eireann External 
Loans Bill the Minister for Finance 
stated that, even taking into account the 
new applications for repayment which 
were likely to eventuate on the extension 
of the final application date, he thought 
that the total cost of the repayment 
operation would be within the £400,000 
limit. Furthermore, the amount to be 
provided in the coming year for the ex- 
venses of the Repayment Office in New 
ork is approximately the same as for the 
current year. It can be assumed, there- 
fore, that the work of repayment is but 
half-completed. If this be correct, then 
a capital repayment of about £200,000 on 
that account has been included in our 
gross figure for the Supply expenditure. 

The case of the other capital items may 
be similarly considered, The expenditure, 
for instance, on the industrial alcohol 
plants must be governed by the fact that 
contracts for the buildings appear to have 
been placed comparatively recently. Ac- 
cordingly, the expenditure to date on this 
service cannot have been great, and a 
safe estimate would place it at £350,000. 
Then year after year the amount paid in 
respect of property losses compensation 
has been much below the original esti- 
mate, on which, by its very nature, a 
wide margin must always be allowed. 
£50.000 for the actual twelve months’ ex- 
penditure on this service might be on the 
low side, but probably not very much. To 
date there is no public record that any 
of the proposed new volunteer halls have 
been opened, and our files regarding 
building contracts, which, as our readers 
are aware, are very complete, have no 
note that any contracts for the building 
of such halls were placed during the year.

AFFORESTATION LANDS

Continuing, he said that the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce was gravely 
concerned at the prospect of the stoppage, 
and through the activities of his Depart- 
ment a conference had been secured at a 
time when the employers had refused 
further negotiations.

Mr. T Dixon, after calling upon the 
men to act in unity and as a disciplined 
force, gave an undertaking that he would 
inform the men immediately if any change 
in the position occurred. 

Mr. A. Byrne, who presided, also sup- 
ported the suggestion. 


TRUCE APPROVED 


A member of the Workers’ Union of 
Irelaiid present said that a mass meeting 
of the coal trade workers who. belonged to 
that union had decided to support the 
strikers. They demanded, however, that 
the unions catering for their fellow- 
workers would not leave them in the dark, 
and they demanded that the representa- 
tives of the Workers’ Union of Ireland 
would have a voice in the discussions.

COAL SUPPLIES 


As the strike notices terminated at the 
normal stopping time on Saturday, in- 
structions were issued by the unions that 
their banks-men members were not to work 
overtime, and that all coal dockers were 
to stop work not later than 4 p.m., whether 
vessels had been completely discharged or 
not. 

In almost all cases the men fell in with 
these instructions, banksmen leaving off 
work at 1 p.m., and dockers at 4 p.m. 

During dh morning there were 
heavy demands for coal supplies, and the 
| additional stafís engaged earlier in the 
week were kept fully occupied. 

There are conflicting reports as to the 
supplies at present available in the mer- 
chants’ yards. The unions claim that 
there is only about one week’s supply 
for the city, but some of the merchants 
state that they could meet the ordinary 
demands for this time of the year for 
some weeks to come. 


MOTOR DRIVERS’ WAGES 


One of the most important questions 
which will come before to-day’s confer- 
ence is the rate to be paid to motor 
drivers in the trade. The unions’ de- 
mand is for the rate laid down in the 
agreements with the Dublin Master Car- 
riers’ Association and other bodies of em- 
ployers. The coal importers do not agree 
that this rate should apply to their in- 
dustry. 

The question of a guaranteed minimum 
for certain classes of coal workers will 
also arise.

STRONG southerly wind has caused a 

temporary lull in hostilities in 

the war which is being waged between 

Irish and French fishermen on the South 
Wexford coast. 

Mr F. Stanner, No. 1 man of 
the Kilmore Coast Life-Saving Service, 
stated that the Kilmore boat which was 
fired upon was the Pride of Helvick, and 
that her crew were Skipper Mark Bates, 
Jack Blake. Edward Goff, James 
Moynihan, and W. Bates. 

The French fishermen had, he said, laid 
their lobster pots along the coast from the 
Saltee Islands to Blackrock, off Carnsore 
Point, a distance of twelve miles. The | 
Pride of MHelvick’s crew succeeded in 
cutting away and seizing about seventy of 
the Frenchmen’s pots, together with a 
large quantity of gear and fish. 

There is intense indignation among local 
fishermen, and Civic Guards are keeping 
the coast under close observation. The 
weather is too hazy to-day to see clearly, 
but the French boats are understood to be 
sheltering behind the Saltee Islands. 

The rumour that the Irishmen retaliated 
by firing on the Frenchmen is stated to be 
incorrect , 

The arrival of the fisheries’ protection 
cruiser Muirchu is anxiously awaited. 
Kilmore is the centre of the most prolific 
lobster grounds on the South Irish coast. 


RELIEF SHIP BEATEN 
BACK 


Heavy seas have frustrated the third 
attempt of the Irish Lights steamer Ierne 
to relieve the Wexford coast lightship 
Conningbeg She succeeded in rounding 
Greenore Point, but then huge waves 
buffeted her severely, flooded her cabin, 
and forced her to return to Rosslare 
Harbour. 

The Irene managed to relieve the 
Tuskar lighthouse, and the Lucifer, 
Blackwater and Barrels lightships, but 
the Conningbeg is furtherest westward, 
and exposed to the full fury of the 
Atlantic. 

The relief is now four days overdue.

The estimates of the Government of 
Northern Ireland for 1936-7 were issued as 
a White Paper on Saturday. They amount 
to £9,368,580, a decrease of £600,467. 

In a foreword Mr. J. Milne Barbour, 
Minister of Commerce, says :—‘‘ In making 
a comparison with 1935-36 it must be borne 
in mind that the total estimate for that 
year included a sum of £145,000 for 
special grants to local authorities for un- 
employment, a service for which no provi- 
sion is made in the new estimates; and 
also that under the unemployment agree- 
ment of 1935 payments accrue from the 
Imperial Government in both years which 
are not brought into account as receipts 
appropriated in aid, but are paid directly 
into the Exchequer.’”’ 

Seventeen estimates show decreases, the 
more important being :— 

Valuation and surveys, £21,041. 

Superannuation and other allowances, 
£3,850. 

Royal Ulster Constabulary, £6,640. 

Grants to local authorities, £74,516. 

Unemployment, £260,300. 

. ema services, £35,055. 
Widows’ and orphans’ pensions, £65,000. 
Sixteen services require increased provi- 

sion, the major items being :— 

Ministry of Finance, £5,140. 

Public works and buildings, £3,840. 

Ministry of Labour, £3,567. 

National Health Insurance, £8,180. 

Old age pensions, £6,000. 

Revaluation is responsible for an in- 
crease of £2,286 in the amount required 
for rates on Government buildings. 

The Home Affairs group of estimates 
shows a gross decrease of £81,934 £3,000 
extra is required for expenses in connec- 
tion with the new Road and Railway 
Transport Act, and £30,000 more for the 
Royal Ulster Constabulary. 

This latter sum “is largely due to the 
new campaign against cattle smuggling on 
the border, and will be recoverable from 
the Imperial authorities. The total annual 
cost of this work is estimated to reach 
£80,000, as compared with £43,000 under 
existing arrangements. 

The decrease of £74,516 in grants to 
local authorities is accounted for by three 
main reasons :—(1) Provision for only one 
year instead of two is made in cdnnection 
with the balance of supplemental grants 
for derating ; (2) a reduction in respect of 
increased standard grants ; and (3) savings 
arising out of revaluation. 

Under the heading of Agricultural 
Services, the memorandum states that 
additional experiments with the Spahlinger 
vaccine are to be undertaken this year, and 
provision is also made for a four-year 
scheme to test the anti-abortion vaccine 
which has been produced by the Ministry’s 
Veterinary Research Division; while the 
figures for grants to the Ulster Agricul- 
tural Organisation Society, to milk-record- 
ing associations, and in respect of new 
forestry areas show an increase over the 
provision for 1935-36 

A new item is an instalment of £1,500 
of a three years’ grant in aid of the 
Newtownards airport.

‘The assertion that this is intolerable 
for others is intolerable for us.” 

Hitler. said loudly: “We shall not 
capitulate. Let the world take note of 
this. I have offered twenty-five years of 
peace in Europe. The peoples do not 
want the statesmen to haggle; they want 
peace. 

HIS CREED 

With a throb in his throat Herr Hitler 
concluded with: a remarkable “ German 
creed.”” He declaimed — 

“IT am a German. I believe in my 
people. I believe in its honour; I be- 
lieve in its future. I believe in its right, 
and I fight for its right, and thus for a 
peace which is better than the miserable 
peace of the past. 

“Let the statesmen of other nations 
ask their peoples whether they want to 
reinforce military alliances or whether 
they wish that mad war between tha 
peoples shall come to an end.”’ 


PRESS ATTACKS 


The Sunday Press makes further attacks 
on the Locarno memorandum. The 
Boersen Zeitung says that the British 
Press is attempting to tone down the 
‘‘monstrousness ” of the memorandum, 
and adds: “ The representatives of the 
British Government have not exactly 
covered themselves with glory in the con- 
ception and drawing up of this docu- 
ment.’’ 

‘‘ Nevertheless,’’ continues the paper, 
‘‘ understandable as these efforts of the 
British Press are, the authentic commen-

Eight British missionaries and four 
children have been cut off at Pingyangfu, 
in Southern Shansi, by the invading 
‘“Red’’ troops who crossed the Yellow 
River about three weeks ago. Pingyangfu 
is about 140 miles south of Taiyuanfu, the 
capital of Shansi. 

On March 5th the Shansi troops were 
reported to have inflicted a heavy defeat 
on the invaders about ten miles from 
Fenchow, which lies between Pingyangfu 
and Taiyanfu. The ‘‘ Reds’’ were then 
stated to be retreating westward, but 
have since turned southward. 

Now that Pingyangfu is cut .off the 
missionaries are believed to be in great 
danger unless they can be evacuated by 
aeroplane. 

In addition, an unknown number of 
British “missionaries is cut off at Hung. 
tung, twenty miles north of Pingyangfu. 
All the missionaries were recently warned 
of the danger from the invaders, but these 
have failed to take advantage of the 
warning. 

Aviation officials declare that it is im-

In the short space of a few months 
Captain Brophil has packed an enormous.

Cross workers and the English detachment 
has won the praise of impartial observers. 
Working against the greatest odds, they 
have succeeded in saving many, lives and 
alleviating much suffering.

“ BIG NEWS ”

ROME, Sunday. 

Signor Mussolini is expected to make 
an important speech to-morrow, the seven- 
teenth anniversary of the foundation of 
Fascism, at the meeting of the Fascist 
Corporation. ‘At the same time it is 
expected that important news will come 
out of Abyssinia, probably dealing with 
another Italian advance or victory. 

Additional appropriations, totalling 
£16,000,000 sterling over the Budget esti- 
mates for the year 1935-36 are announced 
by Royal decree. A sum of 10,500,000 lire 
is allotted to the Minister of Interior for 
the additional expenses of the “ service of 
political investigation,’’ presumably the 
secret political police. A sum of 950,000,000 
lire is distributed among the Ministries of 
Colonies, War and Marine for “ extra- 
ordinary expenses in East Africa.”’ 

Striking reference to Italy's naval pre- 
cautions in the Mediterranean was made 
by Admiral Cavagnari, Under-Secretary 
for Marine, in his speech to the Chamber 
yesterday. In the months since the begin- 
ning of the conflict with Abyssinia, he 
said,. the course of events had forced Italy 
to increase her defensive measures beyond 
ali previous estimates. Supplies of fuel 
had been so increased that they would 
soon be able to “ meet every. possible 
complication with calmness.’’ 


MR. RICKETT RETURNING 


Mr. F. W. Rickett, the financier, of 
Abyssinian oil concession fame, who 
arrived at Addis Ababa from Rome, Cairo 
and Dijibuti a few days ago, has decided

INQUIRY INTO 
DEFENCE 


The Times remarks to-day in a leading 
article:—The week-end lull in the inter- 
national crisis is an opportunity to return 
to the national needs in defence, which 
remain constant whatever news the next 
few days may bring from the Continent. 
Debates about them have been in progress 
during the last fortnight in both Houses 
of Parliament, with welcome evidence of a 
growing recognition that the conditions of 
security are not static, and that quality 
counts for more than quantity. There was 
a new and refreshing realism, for instance, 
in the concern with technical developments. 
and their effect on old valuations instead 
of the familiar talk of mere numbers—of 
men, of ships, of aircraft. If the dis- 
cussion did not carry us much further 
towards a calculation of the effect, and 
could hardly be expected to do so, it did, 
at all events, help to clarify the questions 
that have to be answered. 

There are three general questions which 
stand out, each with a specific supplemen- 
tary question of great importance. The 
first is how can we*ensuro the security 
of our supplies?—its supplementary con- 
cerns the present and future value of 
battleships in the scheme of protection 
for the routes of supply. The second is 
how we can exert pressure on á hostile 
Power !—its supplementary concerns the 
value of a field force. The third is what 
combination of means, and what propor- 
lion between them, will yield the best 
value in proportion to the ontlay /—its 
supplementary concerns the value of the 
new co-ordination arrangements for im- 
proving that combination and determining 
its proportions on a scientific basis. 

On all these questions the Ministerial 
speakers were more successful in estab- 
lishing the need for an increased outlay 
than in conveying an idea how it would 
be . effective in attaining the object. 
Despite the tact and skill with which they 
handled their case, it seemed like ‘‘a 
care ’’ rather than the result of an objec- 
tive inquiry. 

Referring to the appointment of Sir 
Thomas Inskip as Minister for Co-ordina- 
tion, The Times adds:—It is evident that 
in the Services there is little expectation 
that a Minister ‘without a staff can do 
much to alter the system by which each 
department tends to be in practice the 
judge of its own case. Thus every major 
question emphasises the need for a 
thorough inquiry by an. impartial com- 
mittee, as urged by Mr. Churchill and 
others. After so many years of controversy 
the people of this ¢ountry will not be 
reassured without such an inquiry, free 
from departmental influence and hearing 
all sides.

N the fourth of his Lenten lectures at the 
| Church of St. Francis Xavier, Gardiner 
street, Dublin, yesterday afternoon, the 
Rev, P.J. Gannon, 8... said that. modern 
literature was full of fierce upbraiding of the 
Church, as if doirt love, and wedlock 
as a sort of tolerated evil, permitted to the 
weakness of the flesh, but somehow degraded 
and degrading, unworthy of higher natures, 
arguing a deficiency of finer feeling and noble 
aspiration, ‘So far from begrudging men and 
women the great human adventure of love and 
marriage and parenthood, the Church ‘sealed 
and sanctified the union of her children with 
a sacramect. What she did and must teach 
was that chastity was a virtue, austere and 
beautiful in both sexes alike. Those for 
whom reverence for chastity of body and 
soul was a matter fcr derision or denial were 
belieing hot only Christian ideals, but the 
whole secular tradition of the race. 

Certainly it was not an easy virtge, par- 
ticularly in youth, and not without reason 
had the sixth been called “the difficult com- 
mandment,”’ but that was no excuse for 
calling it impossible or seeking to abrogate 
it, e Church was not unaware of its 
difficulty. She had had nearly two thousand 
years’ experience of human difficulty, and’ had 
acquired an insight into human nature such 
4 no other institution in the world could 
claim, 


“POSSIBLE FOR ALL” 


If then she persisted in preaching chastity 
as incumbent on all, she must know that it 
was possible for all, provided that good-will 
was there and the readiness to take the steps 
necessary for safeguarding that virtue. 

Of course, if people, young or old, made no 
effort, no response to grace; if they yielded 
in craven soul-surrender to the first solicita- 


Sacraments when they needed them most; if 
they exposed, themselves to situations which 
put too severe a strain on nature; if they 
adopted the fashions; manners, maxims and 
modes of life of a social order going bad at 
core, and reverting as fast as it could to the 
sheer paganism from which Christianity 
rescued Europe; if even her children halted 
between two sides and oscillated between the 
Sermon on the Mount and the ethics of 
Atheism—what could anyone expect but the 
scandalous spectacle of professing Christians 
rivalling, or even surpassing, avowed uh- 
believers in all .pernicious practices ? 

Some of the very. worst representatives in 
modern literature of the crude realism so 
much in evidence everywhere were apostate 
children of the Church. In their own country 
the three names that occurred at once to the 
student of literature in this content were those 
of men who had been reared in the Oatholi¢ 
tradition. Non-Catholics, equally divorced 
from the Christian faith, retained, apparently, 
at least enough esthetic taste not to degrade 
the Muses into dirty-minded, foul-mouthed 
drabs of the street. 


THE DESCENT 


The Church knew and taught that the 
malice of sin lessened in proportion to the 
antecedent temptation, beady was fully aware 
of the strength of sexual concupiscence. She 
regarded the sins of the flesh, the sins of 
frailty, as much less symptomatic of wicked 
ness of will than the hard and bitter 
sins such as hate, pride, greed, cruelty. 
The Church knew that, though the spiritual 
ruin of her children. began only too often 
in weakness of the flesh, it rarely stopped 
there, She had seen in every generation 
what wholesale devastation unbridled lust 
could bring about in the moral nature of 
man; how swift and terrible was the descent 
of the unchaste; how profound and horrible 
the depths to which they sink. The libertine 
must ome a liar, a deceiver, a hypocrite, 
a thief poaching upon the preserves ol 
others, a moral murderer,, slaying the souls 
of others. Nay, how often he ended im 
“gg murder was attested daily in the

The chief end of marriage is the child, 

and its welfare, physical and spiritual, must 
determine the nature of the contract. Now 
only in life-long monogamous marriage can 
the complete welfare of the child be 
adequately secured. Hence the institution 
as such must be life-long monogamy, and 
the laws governing it must be based upon 
this principle. Divorce, therefore, is excluded 
just as infidelity is excluded. 
The permission of . divorce, said the 
preacher, inevitably leads to the multiplica- 
tion of divorce till you arrive at the state 
of affairs which prevailed in Old Rome, and 
is fast coming to prevail in many lands to- 
day 5 while indifference to the fidelity or

Even if the marriage be childless, it is none 
the less indissoluble. For, once more, the 
institution derives its unalterable laws from 
its general purpose, and cannot be imperilled 
by concessions to circumstances or the in- 
constancy of human hearts. 


VOTES FOR WOMEN

SIR FRED ERICK CLEAVER 


Sir Frederick Cleaver,: formerly managing 
director of the well known linen and drapery 
frm of Messrs. Robinson and Cleaver, Beifast 
and London, died suddenly in Belfast last 
Saturday evening. 

Sir Frederick let! his home at Marlborough 

Park. Lisburn road, to go for a walk. When 
he reached the Stranmillis road Sir Frederick 
had a sudden heart attack’ and collapsed 
Several passers-by tushed to his assistance, 
and his body was conveyed in the ambulance 
to the Roval Victoria Hospital. 
Sir Frederick, who was aged 61, recently 
ceased to he managing director of Messrs. 
Robinson and Cleaver’s when the firm was 
acquired by a London syndicate. Hé. con- 
tinued, however, to serve upon the -firm’s 
advisory committee. He was a son of the 
late Mr. John Cleaver..J.P., one of the 
founders of the firm. He was educated at a 
preparatory school in England, the Royal 
Relfast Academical Institution, Denstone Col. 
lege, Stafts., and in Germany. With the 
object of preparing himself for the business 
career for which he was destined, he travelled 
extensively, visiting among other places 
Australia and. New Zealand. He then 
entered the firm of Robinson and Cleaver, 
and was a director for twenty-eight years. He 
was prominently associated with the Ulster 
Unionist movement since 1910, and took an 
active part in the anti-Home Rule eampaign, 
led by Lord Carson. During the Great War 
he was director of relief work in Treland for 
the American Red Cross, and his services were 
fittingly recognised by the late President 
Wilson, who presented him with the American 
Certificate of Honour and Badge. 

Sir Frederick Cleaver’ was» one of the 
fonnders of the Ulster Association for Peace 
with Honour, and was hon. secretary through- 
ont the whole of its existence. He also 
assisted in the founding of the Ulster Tourst 
Development Association, and succeeded the 
late Mr. Robert Baillie as chairman of that 
organisation. He was a member of the 
Belfast Chamber of Commerce, the Chamber 
of Trade, the Roval Ulster Agricultural 
Seciety. and the Belfast Harbour Board, and 
one of the retiring members of the Board re- 
elected last week without opposition. In view 
of his great interest in commerce and in- 
dustry he was appointed by the Northern 
Government as a member of the Commission 
to inguire into the industrial resources of 
Northern Ireland. The honour of knighthood 
was conferred upon him in June, 1927. 

Sir Frederick was a prominent layman of 
the Methodist Church, and a member of the 
University Road Methodist congregation, 
Belfast. He is survived by Lady Cleaver, 
who was before her marriage Miss Fulton, 
and a member of an old Beljgst family which 


played a prominent part in the commercial] 
life of the city. 


VISCOUNT CHETWYND 


SAN AGNELO, TEXAS. 

Viscount Chetwynd, the 72-year-old Irish 
peer, who in his youth was one of the 
pioneers of Western. Texas, and is credited 
with a large share in its development, died 
here to-day.

THE GOLDEN AGE 


He contrasted the position of Europe at 
the period of Ireland’s golden age with the 
Rurope of to-day, and said that Irish scholar- 
ship achievements had been greater in the 
last century than in any previous period. 
They had fulfilled their mission of Church and 
race in the nineteenth century, and the coun- 
try’s position in the Church was one of the

Br defeating Seotland by three tries to a 
oal and a penalty goal at Twickenham 
ngland won back the Calcutta Cup, and 
their opponents retained the ‘* wooden 
spoon ” of the international championship. 

If it was not a great game, it was a thrill 
ing one, crowded with incident, and 70,000 
spectators, revelling in the glorious sunshine 
of a day borrowed from the summer, 
frequently filled the air with excited cheering 
and merited applause. 

The game was well worth while if only for 
the intense drama that was packed into the 
opening moments. A try by England within 
three minutes raised all sorts of visions, but 
the huge crowd had hardly recovered when 
Scotland became on terms, thereby stimulat 
ing speculations anew. England won deser- 
vedly, even though their victory was by the 
narrowest of margins, but their success 
served to illustrate once again England’s dire 
lack of an accurate goal-kicker. Three tries 
went unconverted, and other shots at goal 
proved dismal failures. 

A decided English superiority in the set 
scrummages had much to do With the result. 
This advantage provided the England backs 
with considerably more opportunities for set- 
ting their attacking machinery in motion 
than the Scottish outsides enjoyed, and it 
was natural consequently that the visitors 
were defending most of the time. 


KEEN TACKLING 


Tt cannot be denied that Scotland contri- 
buted to their own undoing. Often the front 
row forwards secured possession of the ball 
only to find the advantage lost by poor work 
in the back of the scrum, In spite of the 
English outsides’ many opportunities, there 
was not anything hke a corresponding num- 
ber of those combined passing movements in 
which the ball passes along the line spectacu 
larly. Keen, deadly tackling was largely 
responsible for this, and an this connection 
it is a tribute to Scotland’s defence that, 
although their opponents had more of the 
game territorially, they were prevented from 
scoring in the second half. 

No one was held more in stibjection than 
Prince Obolensky. Indeed, the wing men on 
both sides had a very lean time, if one ex 
cepts the opening stages, when Sever made 
some dazzling runs along the touchline. Sub- 
sequently, when the wings saw little of the 
ball, Cranmer was the genius. He was the 
spearhead of many of the attacks, and his 
quick eye for an opening enabled him to 
essay several thrustful bursts, through the 
centre. Gerrard’s best work was in defence. 
With the English forward doing well, the 
Gadney-Candler partnership at _half-back 
worked smoothly. The former played a 
sound, steady game throughout, and pro- 
vided Candler with a splendid service, which 
he invariably turned to good account, 
although hampered by the quick following up 
of the Scots.

milk bar is one of extraordinary 
rapid growth. Few things have captured 
the public imagination so quickly and so 
thoroughly. It is only since August last 
that London’s first milk bar was opened. 
Now it is serving more than 14,000 milk 
drinks, hot and cold, per week, and has 
been succeeded by another milk bar at 
Cheapside, where, within eight weeks of 
a 9,000 drinks per week were being 
sold. 

Closely following upon this, we announce 
to-day that Mrs. H. Gill has opened the 
first milk bar in the Irish Free State at the 
Garden Café, 29/30 Dame street, Dublin. 
In ‘ther enterprise Mrs. Gill will have the 
co-operation of Major W. D. Porter, late of 
the Indian Army, and together they have 
at their service all the experience of the 
pioneers in milk bar development, Messrs. 
L. Lumley and Co., of London. 

Messrs. Lumley have carried out the 
installation, in conjunction with Mr. 
Thomas Coyle, of 14 Granby place, Dublin, 
of the complete equipment and fittings at 
Dame street, and in a matter of this kind 
experience is invaluable. Success depends 
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largely on the method oí presentation, the 
hygienic means for dispensing milk, and 
the speed of service. It is as well that 
the functions of a milk bar should be 
clearly understood. It is not merely to 
serve plain milk drinks, but to serve milk 
in as varied and palatable a form as 
possible. There are at the moment over 
150 different kinds of milk drinks, hot 
and cold, generally covered by the terms: 
“ Milk shakes, milk cocktails and milk 
soups.’’ 


In the early stages of development it 
was anticipated that milk bars would be 
most strongly supported by womenfolk. 
In actual practice, however, it has been 
found that the percentage of men 
customers far exceeds that of the women; 
and as a general rule male customers who 
have tasted some of the appetising and 
health-giving milk drinks become regular 
patrons, 

One of the initial difficulties in milk bar 
development was to ensure a constant 
service of refrigerated milk; for milk re- 
quires to be served at a temperature 
between 55 and 40 degrees Fahrenheit. 
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This difhculty has now been surmounted 
in an admirable manner. The milk is 
served by means of a hygienic milk pump, 
thus avoiding contact with hand or air. 
In the Garden Café installation the 
equipment includes two milk containers, 
each holding five gallons, and the prin- 
ciple is simply that as soon as one is 
emptied the pump is transferred to the 
other, and the empty one refilled and 
allowed to refrigerate. 

Allied to the milk section is an ice 
cream storage and a section for a variety 
of syrup flavours, which is also refriger- 
ated. A separate unit constitutes the hot 
milk soup section, which is kept at a 


constant temperature, making boiling over 
impossible. 


The colour scheme at 29 Dame street 
has been carried out in shamrock green 
and cream—it looks particularly cool and 
inviting—with the maximum of Irish 
labour. 

Under the same control at the same 
address is the Garden Café, where one is 
sure of excellent food, beautiful cooking 
and good service. y

ITALY’S INFLUENCE 
RESTORED 


LITTLE ENTENTE

Signor Mussolini’s determination that 

Italy shall play a leading part in Eastern 
Europe was emphasised by the successful 
conclusion to-day of the conference begun 
on Saturday with Dr. Schuschnigg, the 
Austrian Chancellor, and General Goem- 
boes, the Hungarian Premier. 
It is understood that the conversations 
have resulted in the conclusion of a pact 
for a term of years between the three 
countries. The agreement, it is believed, 
provides that Austria, Hungary and Italy 
shall consult with each other on all mat- 
ters of importance to any of the three 
Powers. 

It is not believed that there is any 

military alliance, or that any further 
economic concessions have been made, 
beyond the terms of the Rome agreement 
of two years ago. 
SANCTIONS DIFFICULTY 
The Little Entente — Yugoslavia, 
Rumania, Czechoslovakia—which is apply- 
ing sanctions against Italy as a Covenant- 
breaker, has not been included in the 
agreement, 
The new pact is expected to re-assert 
Italy’s influence over the present Austrian 
and Hungarian Governments, and to pre- 
vent a repetition of the recent incident, 
when Prince Starhemberg, the Austrian 
Vice-Chancellor and Heimwehr leader, 
entered into independent consultations on 
the Danubian problem while in Paris, on 
his way back from attending the funeral 
of King George VY. 

This action caused considerable comment 
in European politica) circles at the time, 
and it was suggested that the Austrian 
Government, fearing Italy to be dangerously 
enmeshed in its African campaign, was 
preparing to seek other allies to defend its 
independence of Germany. Speculation. 
along these lines was encouraged by the 
recent visit to Vienna of M. Krofta, the 
new Czechoslovak Foreign Minister. 

It’ is believed that Dr. Schuschnigg has 
been urging the advisability of reaching 
an. understanding with Czechoslovakia, 
which .is strongly in favour of Austrian 
independence, but objects to any restora- 
tion of the Hapsburgs. 


HUNGARY’S OPPOSITION 


The chief opponent of such collaboration 
with Czechoslovakia is said to be 
Hungary. Her reasons are two. She has 
important trade links with Germany, an 
is loth to antagonise her powerful 
customer, At the same time, her desire 
for the revision of the Treaty of 
Trianon, which took away large slices 
of former Hungarian territory, is an 
obstacle to agreement with Little En- 
tente. members such as Czechoslovakia. 
In addition, Italy is not inclined to sign 
agreements with countries which, like 
(zechoslovakia, are applying League sanc- 
tions against her 

Nevertheless, unofficial Austrian circles 
here helieve that the new agreement may 
eontain some reference to eventual col- 
laboration with Czechoslovakia, coupled 
with a re-statement of Hungary's claim to 
treaty révision. This would leave Austria 
free to draw closer to Czechoslovakia 
without actually including the latter in 
the Italian ;

LIVELY FASCIST 
MEETING 


STREETS HELD BY 
POLICEMEN

SPECTACULAR ENTRY OF 
SIR O. MOSLEY 


Ss 
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LABORATE precautions were taken by 
E, the police last night to prevent demon- 

strations against a British Union of 
Fascists’ meeting addressed by Sir Oswald 
Mosley at the Albert Hall, London. 

At one time three ‘‘barriers’’ of police 
guarded the roads leading to the hall. They 
had the task of keeping back hundreds of 
demonstrators. A nearby road was blocked 
for nearly half a mile by a thick mass of 
people; from whom shouts of ‘“‘ The Red 
‘ront’’ were heard. Mounted police were 


| over half an hour dispersing them. 


On repeated occasions demonstrators 
linked their arms and endeavoured to march 
in roadwide formation along the road, but 
they were met by scores of mounted police 
and foot police standing shoulder to shoulder, 
and were driven back. 

Demonstrators who had been dispersed 
near the Albert Hall collected in small bands 
in streets over a mile away, and police hurried 
there to clear them away. When mounted 
police attempted to clear one roadway many 
demcnstrators climbed five-foot high railings 
into the gardens of houses. Among them 
were girls, whose dresses were torn as they 
clambered into the gardens. 


BUGLES AND DRUMS 


In contrast to the scenes outside, the 
meeting itself began in an atmosphere of 
calm. Just before Sir Oswald Mosley was 
due to make his spectacular entrance fou: 
trumpeterg. and nearly a score of -lrumuzucrs, 
all wearing black shirts, mounted the } lat 
form and stood to attention, At a signal 
the trumpeters sounder a fanfare, and tlen 
came a roll of drums. But before Sir Oswald 
appeared there was complete silence. Then 
a double spotlight was thrown on the door- 
way, and Sir Oswald entered. 

While Sir Oswald Mosley was dealing with 
the international situation there was a cry 
from the gallery: ' We don’t want Hitler's 
Fascism here.” A _ scuffle ensued, and 
stewards went upstairs from the arena. 

Later an interrupter was ejected. This was 
the signal for further disturbances, and the 
meeting was held up for a time, Sir Oswald's 
voice being inaudible above the tumult. 

Criticising the Government’s policy in rela- 
tion to foreign affairs, Sir Oswald, amid cheer- 
ing, Said that the will of the British people 
was for this country to mind Britain's busi- 
ness. The will of the British people alone 
had saved them from a disastrous war last 
antumn, 

“To-day I appeal to the same will for 
peace to maintain peace with Germany. . I 
declare that the best hope of peace in Europe 
and the world is the closest possible associa- 
tion between Britain and Germany.” (Loud 
cheers.) 

A little later there were further ejections. 

When Sir Oswald said of Mr. Baldwin, 
“ He is unfit to govern’ this country,” a 
woman shouted : ‘‘ Baldwin is all right.” No 
notice was taken of this interruption. 

Sir Oswald expressed the view that had 
the League of Nations been in existence 
during the formation of the British Empire 
Britain would have had. about. 150 years 
under sanctions. 


REMINDER TO STEWARDS 


“I advocate the closest possible friend- 
ship with Germany, a nation with a blood- 
brotherhood,” said Sir Oswald. 

Presently there were more cries of 
derision and catcalls, and Sir Oswald com- 
mented: “I would remind stewards that in 
every case those ejected are to be handed 
over to the police.’ 

Before he answered questions, Sir Oswald 
announced that during the  ejectment 
struggles one Blackshirt was severely injured 
by a kick in the stomach, while others re- 
ceived minor injuries. He alleged that there 
had been a long-prepared attempt made weeks 
beforehand to obtain organised opposition ta 
the meeting. 

The outbursts at the demonstration were 
not nearly so noisy as those at the Olympia 
meeting some time ho. There was an

CHURCH SCENES i 


BISHOP'S BAN 
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HERE were remarkable scenes at St. 
+ Luke's Church, Leicester, last might, 

when Dr. Samuel Shannon, who has 
been prohibited from. officiating at the 
Church by the Bishop of Leicester, Dr. 
Cyril Bardsley, led a procession into the 
Church during the Evening Service. 

The doors opened with a crash as the Rev. 
H. J. Drummond, the Vicar-in-Charge, was 
yreaching to a congregation of 25. ‘Turn- 
ing round they saw Dr. Shannon, followed 
by his choir boys and nearly 400 people, 
enter the Church singing “ Fight the Good 
bight.” Outside about a thousand people 
controlled by the police watched the scene, 
holding up. all traffic. 

As Dr. Shannon, with his Churchwardens 
on either side of him, walked up the aisle, 
Mr. Drummond stopped speaking, and he 
bowed his head in prayer as Dr, Shannon 
started Evensong from the chancel steps. 

Five minutes later Mr. “cnocán | who 
was obviously distressed, descended from the 
pulpit and, followed by his choir boys, went 
to the vestry, where he removed his robes 
and left the church. 

During his address Dr. Shannon announced 
that he would conduct Services at the church 
next Sunday at the same time as those an- 
nounced by Mr. Drummond, He also stated 
that he was going to Peacehaven, Sussex, 
where Mrs. Shannon was staying, for a few 
days’ rest. 


THE PROHIBITION 

The Bishop's prohibition followed Dr. 
Shannon's recent release from prison, after 
serving nine months for contempt of Court 
in connection with bankruptcy proceedings. 
When Dr. Shannon went to prison the Bishop 
appointed the Rey. H. J. Drummond, Vicar- 
in-Charge. 

A crowd of 500 people gathered outside the 
church in the morning, and, despite the 
presence of the police, held up traffic. A few 
mrmntes after Mr. Drummond had left, after 
conducting Morning Service, Dr. Shannon 
donned his robes at the church duor, and, 
with a dramatic signal to those about him, 
entered the church, singing “ Fight the wood 
fight.’ 

Only nine supporters immediately followed, 
but eventually the congregation numbered 
150. 

Just before the collection was due to be 
taken, Mr. W: Collington, the People’s 
Warden, approached Dr, Shannon, who 
agitatedly fumbled below his surplice for 
some moments. Eventually he produced the 
key of the church safe and handed it to Mr. 
Collington, who retired to the vestry, and 
later reappeared with the collection plate. 

No collection was taken at the earlier 
morning Service conducted by Mr. Drum. 
mond,-who informed a reporter: ‘‘ We could 
not take a collection, because the -plate had 
been taken awav.”'

There is a greater demand than heretofore | 
Íor messenger boys. 

These facts are taken from the annual 
report of the Dublin Advisory Comnixtee 
for Juvenile Employment which was adopted 
at a meeting of that body held in the Con- 
ference Room, Department ‘of Industry and 
Commerce, Lord Edward street. Dublin. 

The Very Rev. Canon Hayden, P.P., pre- 
sided (in the absence of the chairman, Mr. 
John Good, T.D.), and the other members 
present were:—Miss Chenevix. Dr. Mary 
Hayden, Miss Hilton, Mr. F. Meyrick, Mr. 
H. McCarthy, the Rev. W. J. McCreery, Mr. 
P. J. Quin, Dr. Angela Russell. Mr. E. J. 
Tucker and the Secretary, Miss F. Evans. 

The report stated that the year 1935 showed 
little change in the state of employment 
among juveniles generally when compared 
with the previous year. The shortage of 
skilled openings for boys remained acute 
during the past twelve months. The greatest 
demand was for messenger boys, who re- 
ceived no specific training, and when thev 
reachéd adult age become merely unskilled 
labourers. The problem of filling vacancies 
In domestic service during the year was 
almost impossible to solve. The better type 
of girl is reluctant to enter such employment, 
preferring to obtain work m a factory. 

Four hundred and sixty-five vacancies were 
notified for yirls during the year, and, of 
these, 391 were filled. These figures show 
a decrease of 54 in the vacancies notified 
and 195 in those filled when compared with 
1934. 

Five hundred and sixty vacancies were 
notified for boys and 459 applicants were 
placed in employment. These figures show a 
decrease of 18 in the number of vacancies 
notified and 45 in the vacancies filled when 
compared with the previous twelve months. 

During the year 1935 fresh applications 
for employment were received from 4,996 
juveniles, 2.796 from boys and 2,200 from 
girls, showing a decrease of 229 in the number 
of boys and 485 in the number of girls when 
compared with 1934. 

At the end of the year the live register 
numbered 358 boys and 334 girls, as opposed 
to 3512 boys and 290 girls at the same date 
last year. At the end of the year 147 
boys and 202 girls were signing the un- 
employed register. 

The courses of instruction for unemployed 
juvenile workers were continued during the 
year at the Bolton Street and Kevin Street 
Technical Schools. 

The centre for boys was carried on 
without adverse report and with no 
undue overcrowding, but at the girls’ 
centre at the Kevin Strect School re- 
organisation was deemed necessary to increase 
EO Eanm While no difficulty was ex- 
perienced in connection with the practical | 
instruction, the discipline in the classes for 
literary subjects was unsatisfactory. 

The average weekly attendance for boys 
and girls was approximately 113 boys and 
59 giris. These figures show a slight increase 
in the number of girls, as compared with 
the figures for the previous year, while the

average number of boys in attendance remains 
practically unchanged. 


STREET TRADERS 


_ During the twelve months 53 fresh applica- 
tions for street trading licences were received 
from juveniles, 42 from boys and 11 from 
itls. Certificates recommending the issue of 

neces were forwarded to the Public Health 


Committee in respect of 37 boys and 11 girls. 


Certificates in respect of 5 boys were refused 
for various reasons. , 

In March, 1935, the Committee drew the 
attention of the Deputy Commissioner of 
Police to the number of juveniles, especially 
newsboys, who had failed to comply with the 
Street Trading Bye-Laws, pointing out the 
far-reaching effects of this open disregard. of 
the existing regulations and pressing for the 
strict enforcement of the bye-laws, with par- 
ticular reference to that requiring all juvenile 
traders to wear their badge. <A reply was 
received stating that the matter was receiving 
attention. 

tepresentations were made to the Minister 
for Ao and Commerce that steps be 
taken for the amendment of the Shop Hours 
Act, 1912-15, in its application to young 
persons so that it should be unlawful for 
any employer to permit any young person 
to :—(a) Commence work earlier than the 
hour of 8 a.m.onany day, or (b) to continue 
work aíter—(l.) the hour of 8 p.m. on any 
day: (Il.) the hour of 1 p.m. on any short 
day; (I11.) the time in any ordinary working 
dav when such voung. person has completed 
eight hours on that day; (1V.) the time in 
any short day when such young person has 
completed four hours’ work on that short 
day; (V.) the time in any week when such 
young person has completed 40 hours in that 
week. 

A reply was received to the effect that the 
Committee’s . recommendations would receive 
consideration in connection with any pro- 
posals to amend the existing Shop Hours 


Act.

A. E. Davey explained the rea- 
sons for the decision mm the Cathedral, with 
the authority of the Dean and Chapter, who 
met earlier. In his address the Canon said :— 
‘“‘ To-day you will have observed we, of the 
Chapter of the Liverpool Cathedral, have not 
been able in our customary manner to com- 
mend the proposals of our Ministers of State 
unto the blessing of Almghty God. 

‘*To continue an enforcement of the spirit 
of inequality upon Germany is a _ proposal 
unworthy of our creed and of our country. 
To renew an occupation of their homeland 
by forgign soldiers is a proposal monstrous 
and unjustifiable—an unnecessary degrada. 
tion of the soul of a great people. 

“ We cannot and we will not lead you to 
pray a blessing upon proposals which require 
Britain to pledge itself to link arms with 
the armies of a country which have not the 
least compunction in committing barbarous 
and callous outrage upon the defenceless 
sovereignty and people of Abyssinia,”’
